Eric Schwall Ranks 
No. 3 Nationally 


The name of Eric Schwall, high school record-holder in 
the 50 and 100-yard freestyle swimming in North Carolina, 
appears in both the December and January issues of Swim- 
mers World magazine. 

Eric is third in the nation in the AAU age group com- 
petition (age 15-17) long course 100-meter freestyle with a 
time of 56.2 seconds. In the men’s national AAU Eric is 
listed among the first 25 in the nation. 

Eric’s winning time was made at Toledo, Ohio, last 
August at the Men’s National AAU meet. He swam with 
the North Carolina Aquatic Club, consisting of top swimmers 
from N. C. State and North Carolina. He swam on the relay 
teams at Toledo and at Philadelphia in the Easterns as well 
as the individual events in both meets. 

Eric said it was a thrill when he swam at Philadelphia 
on the relay team with Thompson Mann, Olympic Gold 
Medal winner at Tokyo. 

In the summer Eric swims for the NCAC. In the winter 
he competes for Enloe High School and made high school 
All-America last spring on the basis of his times in the 
100 and 200-yard freestyle in the State high school and South- 

ern Interscholastic meets at Chapel Hill.
